on the bonds is not to be paid, then the bonds | 
are absolutely worthless so long as the road 
is in its present condition. What is the 
prospect that the bondholders will complete the 
road? It could only be done at all by a concen- 
tration of interests, and the bonds have been 
scattered about as were never railroad bonds be- 
fore. It is impossible as yet to say where they 
have been placed or what amount has been sold. 
The impression is that somewhere between 
twenty and thirty millions have been disposed 
of, but this is an impression which comes from 
Jay Cooke & Oo., who are the only persons who 
kuow anything about it. The 600 miles of road 
which have been completed would represent, at 
& cost of $25,000 a mile, $15,000,000. The inter- 
est paid out of the sale of bonds, the discounts on 
the larger seles, the commissions paid to brokers, 
the fraudulent profits made by construction 
companies, and the various leakages incident to 
such flash enterprises, will probably account for 
$10,000,000 more, making an aggregate of $25,- 
000,000 of bonds issued. There will be nearly 
$2,000,000 a year interest to pay and nothing 
to pay it with. When this shall be demonstrated, 
there is no doubt that Northern Pacific bonds
